AND MARKETS BILE, — * : 

The AcTINo ArrornET-GEneKAL—I move, 
sir, the second reading of a Bill entitled “Tho 
Cottle Diseases, Slaughtor-Houses, and Markets 
Ordinance, 1887.” In November last I moved 
the gecond readiog of a Bill ontitled “Tha Cat- 
tle Diseases and Marketa Ordinance, 1886.” It 
was & consolidation. of four Ordinanoos which 
were on the statuto book, and explained 
the changes which had been made. That 
Bill. was referred to the Sanitary Board, 
and thay, I beliove, wore at.that time considering 
a Bill to supersede Ordinanse 19 of 1835, the Cat- 
tle Diseases Ordinanoe. They bad almost pre- 
paréd a Bill, ond they have cut. out of this ori- 
ginal Bill all,those parts that bad been embodied 
from Ordinanoo 19 of 1885 and have inserted in 
liou thereof their: own Ordinance, which’ they 
were preparing. There is not much difference 
betwaon the Bill I introdaced in November 
last and the Bill the soobad reading of which 
I now move. The prosont Bill is divided 
junto four parts; The first part concerng 
the importation of cattle and the prevention 
of ‘disease, the second denis exclusively with: 
slaughter houses, the third concerns markets, 
and the fourth deals with the penalties and tho 
rapeal of varions QOrdinanoos. It is only in the 
first part that any change of importance hus 
been made by the Sanitary Board. As Ihave 
stated already thead asotions replace thos of 
Ordinanca 19 of 1885. The principal ohange is 
this: In 19 of 1885 itis provided that when- 
ever itis made to appear to the Governor in 
Connoil that cattle disease prevails in this colony 
or on tho mainland adjoining the Governor in 
Council may declare by proolamation that. the 
-golsny shall ba subject to the provisions 
which follow. “Now, if was thought the pro 
visions of an Ordinance of this natare should bo 
in. force-always, the objoot being to prevent the 
importation of diseaso rather than to fight it or 
control it after it hasbeen introduced. There- 
fore clause 2 gives the Governor in Council the 
power'to make by-laws respevting the importa- 
tion and landing of cattle, sheep, or, swine; in 
fact it makes perpetual tho provisions of 19 of 
1885 which wore only to be put in force uhder 
oortain ciroum-tances. Another shange which it 
makes is respecting the compensation to 
paid’ for any animal slaaghtercd under the 
provisions of the Ordinance. There are five 
oateg rics, avd the manner of assevaing tha.com- 
povention has been embodied from the laws which 
ave in fores in England. It may be asked, if 
there are eo fow changes, why I withdrew the 
first Bill and: have introduced ‘another. ‘The 
reason is, sit; thatthe Bill has been re-arranged, 
aud it wowld have been -difiglt in Committes to 
have amended the firat bill.
